e. Consumer Price Index , Harry Either received word today that the 
CPI reached 128. 6 during February. Only 128. 1 was needed to trigger the 
3-month waiting period plus the extra preparation month to result in a cost 
of living increase for those on the retired roll on 1 July 1973, Harry says 
CSC is predicting something like a 5 1/2 percent increase. 
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f, UBLIC Retirement Coverage . Harry Fisher told us on 20 March that 
the Board of Directors of GEHA has adopted a temporary exception to the 
rule that you must have UBLIC insurance for 10 years before retirement 

in order to carry this insurance into retirement. The temporary exception 
is that you are eligible to continue your UBLIC coverage as indicated below, 
if you have been a subscriber since 1 January 1973 or earlier and are re- 
tiring voluntarily, or under the separation of excess personnel program, by 
30 June 1974, If you’ve carried the insurance for 10 years at retirement 
you pay premiums to age 60 and are then covered, at a reduced level, for the 
rest of your life. If you’ve not carried the insurance for 10 years before retire- 
ment, you may now carry it to age 60, paying regular premiums, and if you 
attain 10 years coverage by age 60, coverage from age 60 is free. If you 
don’t get 10 years by age 60, the insurance lapses. Retirees under CIARDS 
may pay premiums by pay deduction. Retirees under the CSRS must pay 
by check (or cash) on a quarterly basis.

Personnel Procedures 


1. DD/G has been supplied with DD/S careerists to assist in its 
personnel management. At the same time* a considerable number of 
DD/O officers and personnel are involved in this management process. 
While basic, personnel management decisions must be made through 
the DD/O command line, some consolidation of functions among the 
DD/O apparatus, the DD/S careerists assigned to DD/O, and the Office 
of Personnel might result in a net saving of personnel spaces addressed 
to this function. 

2. DD/S and DD/O are instructed to appoint a joint study group 
to review personnel management procedures for DD/O personnel and 
make recommendations with respect to any consolidation which might 
be feasible. This report should be submitted by 15 April 1973.

National Employ the Older ' 
Worker Week 


By the President of the United States of America 

• . ; A Proclamation 

The employment of men and women who are 45 years of age and over 
is an. important objective — -not only for those directly involved, but for 
our entire country. For- their energies, their talents, and their experience 
are a national resource of tremendous value which is not now being 
fully utilized. ;! /; : 

There are many barriers hampering middle-aged and older Americans 
in continuing as productive and useful participants in the society and in 
the work force. This Administration is committed to overcoming these 
barriers. ■ • •• • • ' - ■ ^ .. • ."'V 

'. In an expanding economy such as purs the single most effective 
response to the employment problems of older workers will come from 
^ the understanding and voluntary cooperation of employers in both the 
private and public sectors, ' •> ^ . 

• To encourage such cooperative efforts, the Congress, by House Joint 
Resolution 334, f has requested the President to issue a proclamation 
designating the second full calendar week in March of 1973 as National 
Employ the Older Worker Week. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, RICHARD NIXON, President of the 
United States of America, do hereby designate the week beginning 
March 11, 1973, as National Employ the Older Worker Week. I am 
pleased to join with the Congress in urging all employers to consider the 
skills and qualifications of those men and women 45 years of age and 
older who are unemployed or underemployed and who are able and 
willing to work. 

I am also asking the Secretary of Labor to see to it that those public 
officials at national, State, and local levels who provide job placement, 
counseling, training, and retraining services accelerate their efforts to 
help older workers to find suitable jobs and training opportunities. We 
. must not only concentrate on these efforts during this week but sustain 
them at high level throughout the year.
